On the other hand, advlcefe that 
rome to the atate department from 
Paris, St. Petersburg* and Berlin arc all 
of a pacific character. Ambassador Por- 
ter, at Paris, cables that pressure is 
to be brourht to bear on the would-be 
belligerents, and particularly on Ja- 
pan by at least two of the great neu- 
tral powers to cau.sc Russia iind Japan 
to come to terms arid so avert open 
:hoBtlUties. The czar also is reported

It 1? stated, 
however, that there has been no sub- 
Btantial chanKe in the Japanese propo- 
sition nor the Russian counter pro- 
ppeal since they were so lucidly set out 
iby the vnm in Ita semi-offlcial dis- 
ipateh from Peking last week.

Washington, Jan. 15. — Senate— The 

senate Thursday listened to speeches 
by Mr. Newlands and Mr. Depew on 
the Panama ;anal question and to a 
speech by Mr. Latimer in advocacy ot 
the adoption ot a plan tor the improve- 
ment of the public wagon roads of the 
country. Mr. Newlands declared that 
the cf)urse of the president lu Panama 
was an act of war and In contravention 
alike of the treaty of 1846, of Interna- 
tional law, and of the constitution of 
the United SUitea. Mr. Depew praised 
the prealdent'a policy as patriotic and 
Justified by precedent and law. The 
consideration of the post ofTlce depart- 
ment investigation resolutions was 
postponed until next Monday. 

House — The house paaaed the legis- 
lative, executive and lodidal appro- 
priation bill, carrying an af^gregate of 
129,711,700, and then adjourned until 
Monday next. This Is the second of 
the big supply measures to pass the 
house. Tho house, by a vote of 88 to 
172, refused to sustain the action of 
the .committee of the whole which, 
Wednesday, adopted an amendment 
striking out the paragraph providing 
for the salaries and expenses of the 
civil service commission, thus restor- 
ing the item to the bill. Amendments 
adopted In committee increasing, in 
one instance, the salariea ot territorial 
officers in New Mexico and Arizona, 
and reducing the salary of the director 
of the census in another, met similar 
fates in the house. An amendment to 
the bill was adopted restricting the 
use of government horses and car- 
riagea to the preaident, his secretary 
and cabinet ofllcers. 

Representative lAndis said If the 
horses and carriages now used by gov- 
ernment ofDclals were lined up on 
Pennsylvania avenue they would reach 
from the Peace monument to the white 
house. He said that unless congress 
fixed some limitation It would become 
a scandal. He added that it would bo 
only a question of time >intil all those 
on the government payroll, except sen- 
ators and repreeentatlvtd, WMld be 
riding in carriagea at the gortraaient's* 
expensa

Asa 8. Bushnell, of Springfield. O., 

who wa« stricken -*ith apoplexy last 
Monday after wltne-ssing the ceremo- 
nies attending the Inauguration of 
Oov. Herrick, died at Grant hospital 
in this city at 1:58 Friday morning. 
The end came peacefully. All day 
long Mr. Bushnell bad lain In a pro- 
found stupor, a somewhat irregular 
pulse beat being the only Indication of 
life. His wife and family, who were 
summoned from Springfield when he 
waa first stricken, have been almost 
constant attendants at his bedside and 
were with him at the last. Mrs. Bush- 
nell has been under the strain with 
remarkable fortitude, but her daugh- 
ters, Mrs. McGrew and Mrs. Dim- 

Sond,' have been almost prostrated. 
Mldea the wife and daughters, one 
Ron. John L. Bushnell, survives. The 
body will be taken to Springfield Fri- 
day for burial. 

Former Gov. Bushnell was born at 
Rome. Oneida county, N. Y., Septem- 
ber 16, 1834. came to Ohio with 
his parenta when 11 y««ra '^ reald* 
Ing first at riaciaB«U, ud aliiee 1881 
at RprlngfleM. 

From a position as bookkeeper he 
rose to a partnership In the Wardner, 
Bushnell & Glessner Co., manufactur- 
ers of fkrmlng implements, of which 
be became president in 1886. 

He served In the rlvll war. being 
mustered out with tbe rank of cap- 
tain. 

In 1885 Mr. Bushnell was chairman 
of the repubUcaa state executive com- 
mittee. He waa nominated by accla- 
mation for lieutenant governor in 1887 

by tho state republican convention, but 
declined the honor on account of pross- 
ini? private liusinesa interests. Mr. 
Bushnell was one of the four delegates 
at large from Ohio to the national re- 
publican convention at Minneapolis in 
1892. 

He served two terms as governor of 
Ohio, being elected in 1895 and re 
elected In 18!>7. Two weeks ago Mr 
Bushnell divided three-Quarters of a 
million dollars among members of his 
family as a New Year's gift

Communication by 
bell signal was eatabttahed wtth tiifoe 
llghUhipa while the steamer was some 
dlatanee from them, apparently show- 
ing that it Is possible for vessels to 
signal fach other and so avert col- 
lisions. 

By permission of the United States 
government four llghtshipa on tbe 
course had been equipped with sub- 
marine bells which were planned to be 

tolled automatically. 

The Whitney left New York at mid- 
night Wednesday night and it was ex- 
pected that the first submarine signal 
would be received from the Vineyards 
Sound lightship, which the steamer ap- 
I)roached about 8 o'clock Thursday 
morning. No crmimutiication, however, 
vsas established with the lightship, ow- 
ing, the Whitney's ofllcers said, to a 
misunderstanding with tbe crew of the 
lightsblp. 

About 2 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
as the ship approached the Pollock 
Rip lightship, the distinct Mmml of a 
tcilliiig hell was heard in the t. lephone 
y '■.•;v< r stationed in the pilot house. 
A few minutes later another bell was 
heard, which, the officers said, was sub- 
merged at the Pollock Rip shoals light- 
ship.
